Charitable Choice: On Wednesday, June 6, Carl Esbeck of the Office of the Deputy Attorney
General testified on Charitable Choice issues before the Senate Judiciary Committee. On
Thursday, June 7, Mr. Esbeck testified before the House Judiciary Committee, Subcommitiee on
the Constitution, regarding H.R. 7, the principal House charitable choice bill. The House Wayvs
and Means Committee marked up H.R. 7 on Thursday, June 13.

Elder Abuse, Neglect, and Exploitation: On June 14, 2001, the Civil Division's Acting
Assistant Attorney General Stuart Schiffer testified at a hearing before the Senate Special
Committee on Aging on Elder Abuse, Neglect, and Exploitation. (Pearlman)

Unaccompanied Minors: Congresswoman Jackson Lee has postponed a Minority forum on
Unaccompanied Minors and therefore postponed a Member briefing by Immigration and -
Naturalization Service and Executive Office of Immigration Review, originally scheduled for
June 14th. The hearing and briefing are expected to be rescheduled in mid-July. (D.Burton)
